do so on this occasion. 
However, 
there are certain m atters of such 
vital im portance th a t I feel they 
should have yo u r im m ediate atten ­ 
tion, and to th a t end I respectfully 
recommend: 
First, T h at your finance com m it­ 
tee be required to make a full an d 
com plete 
investigation 
of 
the 
finances of the city, including the 
receipts and disbursem ents of ail 
revenues from whatever source de­ 
rived, together with all sum s due 
the city from delinquent taxes or 
any other source; and th a t you 
clothe them with the power to con­ 
tract with an expert accountant, 
who shall, in connection with said 
committee, audit the books of the 
city, and m ake a full report th e re­ 
of to the council aa soon as the 
work can be done 
To m y m ind too m uch im p o r­ 
tance cannot be attached to this J 
m atter. 
In the first place, the, 
present adm inistration being c h a rg -1 
ed with the adm inistration of the 
affairs of the city is entitled to in­ 
formation exact in its character as 
to the true condition of the c ity ’s 
finances. 
Secondly, if there have 
been been any errors com mitted in 
the past, they m ay now be cor­ 
rected. 
I have been inform ed th a t for 
quite a num ber of years the gen­ 
eral revenue fund has not been suf­ 
ficient to pay the expenses in c u r­ 
red againse it, and that same is 
now 
behind 
to a considerable 
am ount. 
It would certainly seem th a t a 
city with taxable values of nearly 
a million and a half of dollars from 
which to derive a revenue ought 
certainly be able to meet its o rd i­ 
nary running expenses, and th a t it 
does 
not 
do so would indicate 
either one of two things: th a t the 
revenues are not closely collected, 
or th a t the expenses are too great. 
The 
investigation 
I 
suggested 
would reveal which of said reasons 
exists, or whether either does, an d 
enable you to provide the proper 
rem edy. 
Second: 
T he next m attd r 
to 
which I wish to call your attention 
is th at of water and light. 
W hen 
a corporation obtains 
from 
the 
public a franchise lo use public 
property for its business and u n ­ 
dertakes to furnish the public an y 
com m odity, it assumes the d u ty 
and obligation th a t its service will 
be am ple for all purposes for w hich 
it is intended. 
This is the law 
with regard to all corporations u n ­ 
dertaking to serve the public, and 
applies with greater force to th e 
corporation which has undertaken 
to supply th e citizens of B ry an 
with water and light, for the rea­ 
son it not only obtained the use of 
public property (a right which the 
original organizers of the com pany 


valued at thousands of d o llar!) free 
of charge, but one-half, if not inure, 
of the m oney originally invested 
in the p lan t was furnished by the 
city of Bryan. 
T hat th e com pany 
has not complied with its duty ih 
too well known to require discus- 
niou. 
The question with which we 
have to deal is how to remedy the 
the trouble. 
T he vast interest at 
Blake dem ands at your hands a 
remedy both speedy and effective. 
In order to accomplish til a t p u r­ 
pose, I suggest th at your water 
and light com mittee be empowered,
